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3.2 Before 1 August 1950, a Northeast Border Tefense Army was organized in Uutan- 
chiang (129-37, hl-35) from militiamen, resular troops, and students, Twelve | 
thousand militiamen aged 17 to 25 years were selected from the militia in the 
Lortheast and were’ transferred to the new army. Two thousand twenty-six company 
grade officers and non-commissioned officers were transferred from the 8 Dorthe 
east Public Security Division, stationed along the highway between Iiukder and 
Tingkou (12213, 40-0), to the new amy as junior officers. Twelve hundred 
undergraduates of Antung University were drafted and assigned to the new srny 
as "cultural instructing officers" (propaganda workers).
